Naval 
officers are now building the station there, 
and to insure its safety political control of 
the island will probably be necessary. 


Value of Pago Pago. 

Pago Pago lies a little south of a line drawn 
from the Philippines to the proposed Nicara- 
guan Canal and hence its value as a naval 
station is paramount. 

It is believed the Germans will favor a 
joint protectorate of some kind so as to 
secure some sort of control over Tutuila and 
its splendid harbor of Pago Pago, but the 
interests of the United States are apparently 
to secure this little island and let Great 
Britain and Germany fall heir to the other 
islands, With their insignificant trade in 
copra and old iron from wrecks. 

This would not only give this country com- 
vlete control of the only possible naval sta- 
tion in the vicinity and with Guam and Pearl 
Harbor in Hawaii furnish the necessary 
chain of naval sfations to control the 
Pacific, while at the same time it would put 
an end to the constant international dis- 
putes growing out of the joint control of the
